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SUB J : GOVERNOR SCRANTON MEETS POLAND'S PERMRRP JAROSZEK 

1 . WHEN GOVERNOR SCRANTON LUNCHED ON AUGUST 2 WITH POLAND S 
PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVE TO THE UN AMB. HENRYK JAROSZEK, 
JAROSZEK BROUGHT UP THE QUESTION OF UN MEMBERSHIP FOR ANGOLA 
AND VIET-NAM. JAROSZEK HOPED THE UNITED STATES WOULD 
REGARD THESE MEMBERSHIP APPLICATIONS FROM A "MULTILATERAL" 
RATHER THAN A "BILATERAL" POINT OF VIEW. SCRANTON REPLIED 
THAT THE MIA PROBLEM REMAINED AN ACUTE ONE FOR US AND THEN 
THERE WAS THE QUESTION OF VIET-NAM'S ABROGATION OF THE 
PARIS AGREEMENTS. JAROSZEK SEEMED UNINFORMED ON THE MIA 
PROBLEM AND APPEARED TO HARBOR THE VIEW THAT, WITH THE 
RECENT RETURN OF AMERICAN CITIZENS FROM VIET-NAM, THE MIA 
PROBLEM HAD BEEN LARGELY CORRECTED. SCRANTON SOUGHT 
TO SET THE RECORD STRAIGHT. SCRANTON ALSO GAVE JAROSZEK OUR 
THOUGHTS ON ANGOLA AND THE FOREIGN MILITARY PRESENCE 
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2. ON NON ALIGNMENT, JAROSZEK SEEMED TO AGREE THAT 
THE NON-ALIGNED WERE LOSING THEIR NON-ALIGHMENT. HE 
COMMENTED THAT THE SOVIETS WERE GROWING DISENCHANTED 
WITH THE NON-ALIGNED, PARTICULARLY WITH REGARD TO 
NON-ALIGNED EFFORTS TO PROMOTE A SPECIAL SESSION 

OF THE UNGA ON DISARMAMENT. (THE YUGOSLAVS TELL US 
THEY ARE MAKING THIS S SPECIAL INITIATIVE AT THE 
FORTHCOMING UNGA.) 

3. JAROSZEK IS EXPECTED TO BE ELECTED CHAIRMAN OF 
THE FIRST COMITE AT THIS FALL’S UNGA. THIS 
COMITE WILL CONSIDER ITEMS SUCH AS DISARMAMENT 
AND KOREA (IF A KOREAN ITEM IS INSCRIBED). SCRANTON 
UNDERLINED OUR EFFORTS TO AVOID CONFRONTATION AT THE 
UNGA ON KOREA. JAROSZEK PERSONALLY SHARED THIS HOPE 
BUT FULLY EXPECTED TO BE FACED WITH KOREA IN THE 
COMITE. HE MADE IT CLEAR THAT HE HAD LITTLE 
SYMPATHY FOR NORTH KOREA’S HIGH-PRESSURE TACTICS AT 
THE UN. 

4. ON PUERTO RICO, SCRANTON UNDERLINED HOW SERIOUSLY 
WE CONSIDER THE QUESTION. JAROSZEK SHOWED SOME 
SYMPATHY FOR THE US POSITION AND ACKNOWLEDGED THAT, 
TECHNICALLY, PUERTO RICO SHOULD NOT EVEN BE CONSIDERED 
IN THE COMITE OF 24, SINCE PUERTO RICO IS NOT ON 

THE LIST OF NON-SELF-GOVERNING TERRITORIES. 

5. COMMENT: THOUGH JAROSZEK SEEMED TO BE A 
REASONABLE PERSON, THE RESTRAINTS ON HIM AS A WARSAW 
PACT REPRESENTATIVE WILL OBVIOUSLY RESTRICT HIS 
FREEDOM FOR ACTION AS FIRST COMITE CHAIRMAN. 
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
